Buresn, delivereds lecture on practical
electricity before the pupils of the Dn-
quesne College resterdsy afternoon.

AN UNAUTHORIZED COKXVENTION

Brings Cut s Large Fepresentation From
All River FPoints

THE MEN NOT LIKELY T0O CAUSE TROUBLE

About 40 representative striking miners
from the Monongshels river mines as-
sembled at Monongahela City yesterday in
answer to a eall for a miners’ convention.
Thers was a deal of discussion ss to where
the call otiginated. The membars of the
old Execative Counecil of the United
Mine Workers, which bad so much
influence with the men, when the region
was thoroughly organized belore, but which
is mow disorganized and enjoys only a smasll
part of its former prestige, denied all
knowledge of it They branded it as a
move on the of the operstors o break
up the strike. It was considered asa Inst
desperate effort to effect what a continued
strike of pearly six months had failed to do.
A Good Representation From the Mines.

Mr. Byers, who owned the hall in which
the convention was to be held, had received
sn snonymons communication asking for
the hall, but it was learned that it had been
sent by Henry Hailey, of Roscoe. The
publicity given the conveftion cailed out &
g?" response from mines in all the pools

me of the delegates represented two or
three pits, so that about 50 mines were
represented. It was the best represented
convention held among the river miners for
years. It did the least business, however,
of any that was ever held, as the session
lasted less than halt an hour.

Tt was 10 o’clock before all the delezates
had reported. The meeting was called to
order by John Morgsn, of He
was eleoted by ncclamation, and was given
the place because of the prominent part he
has always taken in all the labor troublesof
this region. There had been x good deal of
dissatisfaction st the convention having
been called atall, so that this guestion was
the first taken up, The men strongly de-
nounced the action, and claimed that it had
been taken to weaken their cause

Disapproved of the Convention.

An informal resolution was sdopted to
the effect that the convention was neither
opportune nor necesiary, and that 1t had
been designed b{ua: enemy. A statement
will be made pu denying all connection
with having called the convention.

Not the slightest ‘:illm was shown
on the part of any of the delegates to re-
turn st the redunced rate. The reports from
all the is were the same. There wasno
indication of & break at any point It was
decided unsnimously to eontinue the strike
until their demands wers granted They
all reported as being willing to remain out
until pext summer before accepting the
terms of the operators

The strikers have been enabled to con-
tinue the struggle successfully because of
so mueh work to be secured on all sides
Soms work of the time in the milroad
mines. Others have gone elsewhere,
g0 that ontof an estimated 9,000 miners
along the river a short time sgo thers are
nol now more than 3,500 conneeted with
the river mines, Within the rut five
years the railroad trade has so increased
that 1t controls about half the coal trade.
The local demand has so ioereased that
many of the minesars kept busy during
the entire year

Men Working at the Rednction.

The Cincinnati mine issaid to have 15
men at work at the reduction. About 125
colored minersare in the Elkhorn mive.
Jones' mine in the fourth pool is working
with the understandiog that he will give
whatever in finally decided upon. The
mines in the upper part of the fourth pool
are sald to be working at the 31{-cent basin
The coal mined here s for the local trade.
A numher of other mines are said to have
from 6to 18 men at work at the reduced
rate. But notwithstanding this the wark
on the river is practically ata standstill,
and what work Ia being done is o fesble ex-
cuse for running out coal for the lower
markets. The strikers say they will notin-
terfere with imported men, as it will be
very difficult to fill the mines with new
men at the present tiode.

No more meetings will likely be held, as
the miners, while they are not so well or-
ganized as formerly, will not put them-
seives under s leader, but prefer to do all
they can to the mine at which they
work idle and thus bresk the strike. No
serious trouble 1s likely to occurat Elk-
horn, though a number of deputies have
been stationed there to prevent sn ont-
bresk. It is reported that preparstions are
being made to start up the Black Diamoad
mines within & short time by imported
men.

After yesterday's meeting many expressed
the opinion that the unsuthorized conven-

tion served & good purpose and that
